Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  P0c'l  of  Hewhsven  during  the  y -ear  1944. 


The  health  of  the  crews  in  ships  entering  the  Port  over  this 
period  has  been  very  good.  5  Cases  of  sickness  were  brought  to  my 
notice.  They  were  as  follows Gastritis  2-  Lur  sago  1  Dermatitis  1 
Influenza  1  and  Measles  1.

Port,  temporary  quarantine  would  be  at.  the  anchorage,  until  fixed 
quarantine  is  arranged,  which  under  present  circumstances  is  fluid. 

The  Ii«wbo#ITewhaven  &  Seaford  Joint  Hospital  Board  possess  a  well 
equipped  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  can 
be  removed  for  treatment  at  any  time,  Cases  of  Smallpox  can  be  removed 
to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Chailey,  and  for  this  object  arrangements 
are -in  force  with  Brighton  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance.  A  supply 
of  Calf  Lymph,  renewed  every  two  months,  is  alwasys  kept  in  cold  storage 
and  can  be  obtained  at  very  short  notice®  In  case  of  incidence  of  Plague 
on  board  any  vessel  .entering  the  Harbour,  it  is  proposed  to  apply  rat 
guards,  a-nd  wrapping  over  the  mooring  ropes  tarred  daily  to  prevent  the 
Incursion  of  rats  on  to  the  shore. 


The  only  Foreign  Port  with  which  Uewhaven  had  any  considerable 
traffic  was  Dieppe,  and  the  chief  risk  of  the  importation  of  Infectious 
Disease  was  from  the  Continent  of  Europe.  This  traffic  is  now  brought  to 
a  standstill  owing  to  the  war.  A  limited  amount  of  traffic  with  the 
Continent  is  at  the  present  time  being  carried  on. 


The  total  number  of  vessels  entering  the  Port  during  the  year  was 
367.  The  number  entering  the  PqT4j  for  shelter  only  was  10,  and  Tugs  9. 

The  sanitary  conditions  generally  were  good,  and  there  was  no  necessity 
to  erve  any  notice.  Verbal  instructions  were  given  in  those  cases  where 
improvement  could  be  made,  and  where  further  inspection  was  possible 9 
such  improvement  was  found  to  have  been  carried  cut.  4  ships  were 
treated  for  rats,  1  fishing  vessel  was  treated  for  bugs.  1  Ship  was 
treated  for  bugs  by  the  Southern  Railway  Company  Squad,  whilst  under 
repair.  Rats  were  not  otherwise  in  evident  on  board  ship,  probably  due 
to  the  fact  that  most  cargoes  were  coal  carried  by  coastwise  shipping  only.
